‘The crime for which Scott Jackson was 
hanged was the murder of Pearl Bryan, 
but exactly how it was committed cannot 
be told at this\time, if ever.

cording to Jackson the tragedy is as fole 


loWas: 

Pearl Bryan came to Cincinnati, O., by di- 
rection of her seducer, William F. Wood, 
and with the desire on her part to have 
an operation performed to relieve her of 
her burden and to get out of her trouble. 

I had many letters from Will Wood, tell- 
ing me of his trouble and begging me to 
tell him how to get out of it, and what to 
do to help him and relieve her. 
him all the information I knew or heard of 
such matters. in. order to help therm both. 
We tmaliy became so anxious, owing to 
her condition, that he said he would send 
her to Cincinnati, and wrote to me to get 
some one to perform the vperation amd 
thereby save them both from disgrace. I 
showed these letters to Alonzo M. Watling, 
my roommate and fellow classmate, and 
he said he thought he would be able to get 
someone to perform the operation, and said 
he would look up some one and try to se- 
cure a room for her. 

On Monday p. m., January 27, 1896, I re- 
ceived a postal card from William Wood, 
saying this “baggage was en route, ad to 
look out for it and fix things O. L.. for 
him,” 

We went to the Indiana tlhouse on Tues- 
day, just before noon, and told her that 
Walling was in communication with a 
friend to secure a place for her to go and 
obtain medical treatment. She asked me 
to take her valtlise, and relieve her of the 
trouble of earing for it, and I did go. 

This was partly filled with clothing. I 
took it to my room and left it there. On 
Tuesday morning I took Miss Bryan out 
for a walk and a ride in the ear, and she 
returned to the Indiama house for the night. 
I arranged with Miss Bryan to meet Wall- 
ing on Wednesday at Fourth and Race 
streets, Cincinnati, shortly after dinner, 
about lo’clock, and he was to tell her, if 
possible, where to go, amd that “when I 
heard from her again I would go to her 
with the clothing. 

Walling received information by mail on 
Wednesday morning, and went to see her 
as arranged. I saw Walling at the col- 
lege in the afternoon, and he told me He 
had sent Miss Bryan to a doctor. I in- 
tended to go to see her that evening, but 
did not. On Thursday, Walling received

FLEEING BEFORE THE WATERS 


Homes Deserted, Bridges Down and 
Trains Abandoned Is the Condi- 
tion in South Dakota. 


Sioux Falls, March 20.—Along the Mis- 
souri river settlers are fleeing from rapid- 
ly increasing floods. The snow capped the 
state was from four to six feet deep on the 
rivre. 

At Pierre the Cheyenne and Bad rivers, 
at Chamberlain the White, at Yankton, 
the Big and Little Sioux rivers and the 
Floyd at Sioux City are pouring their 
torrents upon tthe ice in the Missouri, 
which has not yet broken. The lowlands are 
flooded and the rivers are rising with 
frightful rapidity. 

At Yankton all railroad traffic has been 
suspended. On the Milwaukee the tracks 
between Yankton and Vermillion are under 
from ten to twenty inches of water. 

Its bridge across the Vermillion river was 
washed away this morning and the James 
river bridge is unsafe. 

All trains are abandoned and there is 
little hope of a better condition of things 
for many. days.

AUTHORITIES ARE GETTING ANXIOUS 


Dablin Police Will Appeal to the Im- 


perial Authorities—Not Very Much 

Excitement Is Being Caused, How-

ever, by the Talk. 


London, March %.—The Dublin’ corre- 
spondent of The Daily Graphic telegraphs 
a story, which is twken in all seriousness 
by the police of that eity, who are greatly 
exercised over the prospect of a raid by 
Irish-Americans. 

It. appears that the Dublinites are going 
to ceelbrate the centennary of the Irish 
revolution, which began in 1798, and which 
cost the lives of 160,000 Irishmen and 20,000 
Englishmen before it was suppressed in 
the year following. 

According to the story, the police learned 
from their agents in the United States that 
Irish-Americans who sympathize with the 
movement, intend to take part in the cele- 
bration. : 

Two steamers will be chartered to bring 
to Ireland as many Irish exiles as they 
can carry, who will take a prominent part 
in the centennary. The authorities have 
learned that the visitors will include a 
number of dangerous extremities and the 
gravest fears are entertained for public 
cafety. 

Foreworned is forearmed, however, and 
the Dublin police will have plenty of time 
to appeal to the Imperial authorities, if 
necessary, to prevent Ireland falling a prey 
to these dangerous agitators. 

The story is not likely to cause any great 
excitement in official circles. 


TRANSVAAL INQUIRY. 


One of Cecil Rhodes’s Cabinet Minis- 
ters Is Now Being Ex- 
amined, 


London, March 20.—At yesterday’s sitting 
of the parliamentary ‘south African com- 
mittee to inquire into the Transvaal raid, 
the examination of Mr. W. Z. Schreyer, at- 
torney general of the Cape. Colony, in the 
ministry of Cecil Rhodes, was resumed. 

Mr. Schreyner testified that the conditions 
necessary to the exercise of the franchise 
in the Transvaal could not be maintained, 
but thought that the Boers ought not to 
be hurried in the’matter of making changes, 
as they were indémitably adverse to dicta- 
tion and would be vastly more likely to do 
what they should do if they were let 
alohe.. -

He will be the American high mucka- 
muck to the mighty mikado, and whilse he 
is sipping delightful beverages beneath the 
palm-leaved roofs of Japan his republican 
followers out ifn the militia districts of 
Georgia will be in the cold, having neither 
home mor association, non recognition.

Thousands were turned away from the 
tabernacle last night. 

Every available space inside the immense 
building was occupied and fully 10,00 peo- 


‘ple heard Evangelist Sam Jones. 


The greater part of the sermon was 
drawn from his own experience. Some in- 
cidents he narrated so vividly that people 
trembled amd pale faces could be seen all 
through the audience. 

When penitents were called, 320 came and 
shook the hand of Mr. Jones. 

This afternoon Mr. Stuart will speak to 
children and their mothers. Sunday is the 
last day of the revival and three services 
will be held—one in the moming at 10:30, 
for working young men and women who 
cannot attend during the week; another at 
2:30, and ome at 7:30 o’clock. Mr. Jones will 
preach at 9 o’clock Sunday to the police- 
men. , ; 

After a solo rendered Dy Professor E. O. 
Excell, Mr. Jones began his sermon, and in 


part said: 
“Atlanta is bigger simply as Atlanta than 
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“I dare assert that there are 1,000 sin- 
ners in this audience who could say that 
a wagon load of einners and a thousand 
opportunities have been wasted on them. 
I announce this as a fact. 

“There have been more sudden deaths in 
the past year than ever before. By every 
means, in every way, they are going. Al- 
most every time the heart beats, some man 
is swept into the presence of God. They 
have become so common that we cease to 
notice them. 

“We notice it not unless some one falls 
in our home. Every day that I have been 
in Atlanta somebody has passed through 
the streets in a hearse. Yet, heaven ard 
earth may pass away, but never God's 
law. 

“It is my purpose tonight to rush cver 
and rehearse some of my experience. I 
shall preach to thousands and tens of 
thousands who after my voice has ceased, 
they have passed into the presence of God. 
In Nashville some time ago, we ran a 
twenty day’s revival and 2,700 people joined 
the church during that time. After we 
left 10,000 within six months came in. 

SI remember one man that was con- 
vérted during those meetings. He was 
owner of all the boats that ran on the 
Cumberland river. After he became a 
Christian, he telegraphed each of ‘the cap- 
tains of his boat and ordered them to roll 
off the casks-and barrels. of whisky ihat 
might be on them, and said he was sorry 
he had ever had anything to do with it. 
He invited me to his house. I went. When 
I arrived there I found a number of gen- 
tlemen awaiting us, among them a num- 
ber of boat captains and the mayor of 
Clarkesville. Soon we were invited into 
dinner, and while going there this man 
asked) me to do all I could to convert 
these men, who had met there with wus. 
He put me at the head of the table, the 
mayor and a captain on one side and two 
captains on my left. During that meal [ 
plead with those men and begged them to 
come to the meetings. They never came, 
but went thelr usual ways to damnation. 

“In three months one of the captains 
fell dead. In five months the mayor was 
killed while bunting tn Michigan, and be- 
fore the last month of that year came, 
the other captains were cold itn death. 

“Listen to me tonight. God epoke His 
law and will enforce {t. EFivery time the 
man walks away from God He rebuketh 
him and shall be suddenly destroyed. 

“T asked the citizens of Greenville, Miss.. 
to close up their stores and come and go 
to meeting. Some wanted to know if 1! 
thought they were fools to close up and 
hear me. They would not, but the morning 
I left Greenville one man who had cursed 
me for being there, died. In ten days an- 
other died for the same offense to God. 
You may laugh at the Bible, but when 
you push God too far He will make you 
answer. There are men in Atlanta who 
have pushed the fight too far. 

“Some of you are living your last year 
of life—shall we push the battle too far? 
You can do it. God is merciful, but He 
knows the end and will call you at the 
proper time.

Editor of The Evening Constitution: 

It is with some misgivings that I undertake to write on a subject with which 
more learned men have fruitiessly struggled. But the great interest I feel in the 
subject and its immense importance to all the people, not only of the state of 
Georgia, but of the south, induces me to say a few words. 

At the recent meeting of. the Cotton Growers’ Association in connection .with 
the State Agricultural Society, at Augusta, Ga., Mr. W. A. Broughton delivered 
an address full of good advice, sound setige and logic. He showed that the cotton 
‘crop of 1895 sold for $3,0000,000 more than the cotton crop of 18%, although the for- 
mer was 3,400,000 bales smaller than the latter. : ie 

Several years ago Mr. Samuel Inman said in the public print in substance 
that the cottom consuming World was ready to pay abowt a given amount of 
money to the cotton growing world for the crop, and that they would pay that 
sum as readily for 5,000,000 bales.as'they would for 9,000,000). And, he added, the 
farmers would persist in growing, gathering and giving away the additional 4,000,- 
000 bales they had no one to blame but themselves. 

Now there is the same advice from two distinguished 
different sides of the subject. 

Why, then,-do not the farmers heed such advice? Not because they do not or 
cannot comprehend it, but because they are not react by it. The men who 
compose the State Agricultural Society of Georgia are not, in fact, the farmers of 
Georgia, nor their representatives. 

I do not say that there are no farmers in its convention, but as a rule the ma- 
jority of its delegates are not practical farmers. Unfortunately for Georgia a large 
per cent of its farming is done by people who do not own the land, who do not 
conduct the business of farming continually with a view to the best interest of 
the land; who do not read, and who do not go as delegates either to the meetirig 
of the State Agricultural Society or to those of the Cotton Growers’ Association. 

Yet these practical farmers are the people who determine the acreage in cot-— 
ton, the amount of commercial fertilizers, and the amount of farm supplies to be 
bought. ; 

Without statistics I would mot state an estimate of the percentage of the. cot- 
ton crop of Georgia which w&s grown by this element; but I think every careful 
observer would agree with me that it is very large. And I think the same class. 
will agree with me when I say that as we would go west we would find that per-

LI'S GRACLOUS REPLY. 

The scent bag and letter received a short 
time ago was the viceroy’s reply. The bag 
was formerly the property of .he dowager 
empress of China. It is circular in shape, 
with pendant ribbons and a loop with which 
to attach it to a girdle. All the colors of 
the rainbow are blended in the picturesque 
figures which adorn the bag. On the face 
is the sentiment, “‘All Things as Wished.” 

Li Hung Chang wrote as follows: 

“Dear Miss Josephine: I received your 
interesting letter of October 3d on Novem- 
ber 20th. It was forty-seven “uys on its 
way here, which shows how: far we are 
separated now. I am glad to receive such 
a good account of you and find that you are 
dilligent at your studies and excel in your 
pastimes. I admired your skill on the bi- 
cycle and wanted to know more 2bout you; 
therefore I was sorry to have missed you 
at the Waldorf hotel, and now I am still 
more sorry because you took the trouble to 
g0, and I disappointed you. You know 
the old saying, ‘Early to bed and early to 
rise.’ Well, I have always acted upon that 
and am up at 6 o’clock every morning. I 
think this regular habit has lelped to make 
me healthy, though not very wealthy or 
wise, but I am content with one of those 
three blessings. 

“If I had seen you at the hotel I should 
certainly have given you a souvenir, and 
perhaps you would have given me some 
littie keepsake. But I will now make good 
my neglect. When I got back to China I 
came here to Peking and saw my emperor 
and told him of all I had seen. Then I 
called on the empress dowager, who has

She was much interested in the 
account of my travela and asked :1.e many 
questions. Then her majesty gave me some 
presents, and among them was a little 
silk scent bag to hang on my belt.

If you hold it up before 
your eyes you will see four Chinese words 
worked in red silk; read them from right 
to left. “Wan Shih Yu E.’ They mean: 
‘All things as wished’—that is, you may 
have everything you want.

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A HALF FORGOTTEN REGION. 

Professor Glenn has just returned from 
a visit to Camden and Chariton counties. 
He has been telling me about Trader's 
Hill and old St. Marys. He says that he 
visited the oldest cemetery that he ever 
set foot in while visiting St. Marys. The 
mossy marbles rest above the ashes of 
some of the old pioneers of the early set- 
tlement of Georgia in that ancient burial 
ground where the golden jasmine runs riot 
among the ruins of a splendid civilisation. 
Time was when ships of heavy tonnage 
lay at anchor in the capacious harbor of 
that quaint old town, but only the broken 
a lie rotting at the crumbling piers to- 
ay. 


In those good old. days the forest of tall 
and tapering masts in the bay vied with 
the forest of cypress and pine on the shore. 
The rice barons and the lumber lords of 
the old regime jingled Spanish doubloons 
with British gold as they sauntered about 


the big warehouses’in those halcyon days 


in the long ago. “Now the lazy fisherman 
listlessly watches the eddying waters as 
he reclines upon the sandy banks, or loit- 
efs among the ruins of those dismantled 
buildings. It is a half-forgotten land, giv- 
en over to reminiscences of the past and 
vague and undefined dreams of the future. 


The current of life flows as sluggishly by 
as the restless tides that rise and fall 
with the waxing and the waning of the 
moon. The beautiful land-locked harbor 
is a watery waste, where only the vagrant 
craft of the fisherman is seen lurking along 
close to the bluff, so that it may depend 
as much as possible upon*the drift of the 
current and entail as little labor as possible 
upon the oarsman who steers its uncertain 
course with a cypress paddle. It is the 
most blissful spot in all this country for 
those who are work weary and are in 
search of rest, only rest! 


At morn the great golden sun springs 
from the waves and sails majestically 
along the blue expanse of heaven; at eve 
he sends his parting shafts through the 
long colonnades of stately pines that line 
the western shore. And then upon the 
purple plains of heaven bloom resplendent- 
ly the lustrous lilies of God. The breezes 
that sweep the sea by day are fresh and 
crisp with the salt spray. The zephyrs 
that stir the tender leaves by night are 
redolent with the odors of a thousand fra- 
grant blossoms. The drone of the busy 
bees soothes the soul during the hours of 
sunshine, and in the golden dusk the crick- 
ets chirp and woodsy musk is borne from 
leafy places. 


And then there is Trader’s Hill, the pic- 
turesque old county site of Chariton coun- 
ty.

It was 
thgre the flerce Osceola, the treacherous 
Tustenuggee and the cunning Tigertail 
brought the spoils of the chase from their 
island fastnesses in the great Okeefenokee 
to barter for the goods of the white trad- 
ers. The town is locdted upon the only 
eminence for miles around and it is but a 
sand dune in the midst of a pine forest. 


Time was when vessels of heavy burden 
found their way up the dark St. Marys 
and landed their cargoes of merchandise 
on the bluff. In exchange they bore away 
loads of yellow beeswax, bales of hides and 
barrels of tallow. besides other productions 
of a pioneer country peopled by hunters 
and herdsmen. But the building of the 
railroad to Jacksonville caused the erection 
of a bridge across the river and the ships 
sailed out with the tide to return no more. 
The messenger of greater progress for oth- 
er towns and communities sounded the 
death knell of the commerce of Trader’s 
Hill. «

The Indian ‘Spring and Fiovilla railroad 
will not be sold next Tuesday by Commis- 
soiner Lane, as has been advertised. 

A new move was taken in the situation 
yesterday afternoon when Receiver T. J. 
Ripley, of the State Savings bank, filed 
a petition for injunction and receiver with 
Judge Marcus Beck, at Jackson. 

The petition showed that some of the 
assets of the State Savings bank were in 
the railroad and Judge Beck was required 
to grant an injunction restraining Commis- 
sioner Lane from selling the property. 

Judge Beck signed the order as prayed 
for and appointed Mr. W. F. Smith receiv- 
er of the road. 

The Indian Spring and Flovilla railroad 
is a short road connecting Indian Spring 
with the Southern. It is but a very short 
line of only a few miles. When it was con- 
structed it was thought that considerable 
business would be done by the road, es- 
pecially during the season that the Wig- 
wam was open and guests were at the 
spring. 

The road had been in operation but a 
short time when_William C. Hale was ap- 
pointed receiver and was authorized under 
an order of the superior court to take 
charge of the assets of the road and*man- 
age it. Hale made several arrangements 
with himself for the management of the 
road, and finally decided to sell it to the 
United States Construction Company, a 
corporation of which he himself was the 
head. Hale-agreed with himself to put up 
a check of $1,000, but after considering the 
matter, he, as receiver of the road, re- 
‘fused to sell it to himself as the proprite- 
tor of the United States Construction Com- 
pany. The $1,000 check was destroyed and 
Hale declared his individual trade off. 

In the litigation yesterday the State Sav- 
ings bank was represented by Hon. T. B. 
Felder and Commissioner Lane was.repre- 
sented by Colonel Robert T.: Daniel, of 
Griffin. Receiver W. F. Smith. will hold the 
assets of the road and assume its manage- 
ment subject to the future orders of the 
court. cate :

Washington, March 20.—Clyde Shropshire, 
of Rome, Ga., formerly vice consul general 
of the United States at Paris, a full account 
of whose misdoings was printed in The 
Evening Constitution yesterday, was re- 
moved from office last year and Ed P. Mac- 
Lean, deputy consul general, was promoted 
to his place. Shropshire was appointed Ju- 
ly 3, 1893. 

The fact of his defalcations were first 
brought to the attention of the state de- 
partment in July of last year. As vice con- 
sul general, Shropshire acted as an agent 
of American estates of various sorts and it 
is supposed that considerable money and 
estates thus coming into his possession 
have been misappropriated. 

The United States, it is stated, will not 
lose anything by his transactions. The 
last report on thé matter was received from 
Consul General Morss about four weeks 


‘ago amd then the amounts of official fees 


appropriated by Shropunire was ascertained 
to be only about four or five thousand 
dollars. For this amfount the consul gener- 
al is responsible and Shropshire’s brother, 
Freeman Shropshire, of Rome, is prepared 
to make the shortage good.

It Is Claimed That the Detectives 


Should Only Record the Notorious 
Criminals and Those Who Are Con- 
victed—A Man Might Be Recorded 
and Afterwards Prove Himself In- 
nocent—W hat Is Said About It. 


————$——— 


A few days ago there was published in 
The Evening Constitution an account of 
the measuring and photographing of nine 
men who had been arrested by the city de- 


tectives. Among the prisoners so treated 
were two or three white men. 

Some of the friends of one of the white 
men have been raising the question as to 
the right of the police department thus 
placing a man upon the criminal record un- 
til he was convicted. They say, suppose a 
man is arrested and afterwards proves 
that he is innocent, he would have the 
humillation of knowing that he had been 


hauled up with a crowd of negro thieves 


and made to submit to an ordeal from 
which any man shrinks, especially if he 
knows he is innocent. The matter has 
been discussed so much that the facts 
about it are of considerable interest. 

THE LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

There is a city ordinance which gives the 
city detectives the right to photograph 
“criminals” under certain circumstances, 
and since the adoption of the Bertillon 
system of measuring the prisoners this 
comes under the same law as the photo- 
graphing; at least, so it is claimed by the 
city authorities. That ordinance reads as 
follows: 

“Section 873. Photographs of notorious 
criminals and offenders against the law 
Shall be taken and kept in the detective 
office.’’ 

It is under this ordinance that the detec- 
tive department acts now when photo- 
graphing and measuring the persons under 
arrest. 

It is claimed that under this ordinance 
the detectives have no right to photo- 
graph and measure prisoners unless they 
are known to be “‘notorious criminals and 
offenders;"’ that persons arrested for ordi- 
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known to be a “notorious criminal” he 
should only be placed upon the record after 
his conviction. 

WHAT CHIEF CONNOLLY SAYS. 

Chief Connolly when seen about the mat- 
ter said to a representative of The Evening 
Constitution: 

“{ have not had any case called to my 
attention in which the detectives have ex- 
ceeded their authority. I believe they have 
the right to photograph and measure 4 
prisoner charged with a serious offense 
when the evidence is believed by them to 
be convincing. Now, suppose we arrest a 
man charged with burglary and he is 


' positively identified and the stolen goods 


are found in his possession, and before 
his trial he escapes, how could we re- 
capture him if we have no record of him 
on the books? Of course it would not be 
right to place on the record every person 
arrested, and I have no information that 
this has been done.”

Many Witnesses Have Been Summon- 
ed To Appear and Testify Be- 
fore the Body. 


The Fulton grand jury after a recess of 
two weeks, will meet Monday morning for 
the purpose of investigating a number of 
interesting and important cases.

cases are set for a hearing on Monday. 
Many witnesses have been summoned to ap- 
pear and testify. 


Photographing in Calor.

It is reported that M. Villedieu-Chas- 
sagne has actually solved the problem of 
photographing in colors. If this be so, a 
new é€ra will soon dawn in this interescing 
department of art.

MANY CASES AND BIG FINES 


They Think These Will Give Them a 
Good Standing in the Eyes of 
the Police B-card. 


BUT CHIEF CONNOLLY SAYS, “NIT” 


“A Good Officer Is One Who Keeps 
the Peace on His Beat with His 
stk in His Belt. He Is a Peace 
Officer, Not a Walking Courtmar- 
tial”—A Pointer to Some of the Over- 


Zealous Patrolmen. 


_It has been published that some of the 
policemen and detectives are striving to 
make good records at this momentous 4ea- 
son in the official history of an Atlanta 
policeman’s career. To make a record is 
a laudable endeavor in any official, but it 
is said that these zxealous guardians of the 
peace are not seeking honors in exactly 
the right direction. 

The statement made is that certain of 
the officers are trying to see how many 
cases they can make for the purpose of 
getting credit on the books for a large 
amount of fines, more than enough to bal- 
ance their salaries; that is, makes them- 
selves ‘‘self-supporting.” 

The chief of police in an interview says 
he is not in sympathy with any such am- 
bition on the part of his men. 

Some time ago there was an officer on the 
force who used to brag about the number 
of arrests he made in'a year and boast 
about the amount of fines collected through 
his vigilance. He was a mounted officer 
(he is dead now) and he used to outstrip 
every other member of the department. It 
was,a fact that when the biennial election 
once took place his magnificent record 
in this respect: was paraded before the 
board of police commissioners, and he was 
re-elected without opposition. That was 
many years ago, but the memory of his 
achievements may still be dancing before 
the eyes of those who are seeking fame 
behind a patrolman’s stick. 

CHIEF CONNOLLY’S OPINION. 

Chief Connolly was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Evening Constitution and told 
that the matter was being talked about. 
He eaid: 

“Why, I know of no policemen who are 
acting so foolishly. They certainly are 
mistaken if they think a multiplicity of 
arrests will be considered as creditable by 
either myself or the police board. We re-

You can say for me 
that a policeman’s record will not be 
judged by the number of arrests he makes 
or the amount of fines credited to him on 
the cases he has made. Why, often the 
very best men we have hardly ever make 
an arrest.” ;

There is discord in the ranks of the 
physicians of Griffin. 

This morning both daily papers of that 
city published a card asking all of the 
physicians to meet Mondéy afternoon in 
the office of Dr. N. E. Drewry. The call 
for this meeting was signed by Dr. T. J. 
Collier and J. P. Stewart, two of the 
most prominent physicians of the city. 

At this special meeting some very sen- 
sational developments are expected, and 
much interest is being taken in the matter. 
It has been openly charged in Griffir 
that several physicians of the city have 
been guilty of conduct unbecoming mem- 
bers of that profession. 

It is said that several of the physicians, 
whose names for the present have been 
suppressed, have been soliciting practice 
At the cotton milis among the employees of 
the knitting factories. 

When an employee of the factory would 
become suddenly ill, a telephone message 
would be sent to the city and there would 
be a rush among the physicians. It is 
said some very exciting races have oc- 
curred recently while a rival physician 
was chasing the doctor who had been 
called. 

It is also charged that the physicians 
who are known in the transactions have 
employed every means possibie to secure 


the practice among the factory employes. 


The factories give employment to many 
hundred hands, and the pay is certain to 
the doctor; as he can secure an order on 
the office of the factory and the wages of 
the employee is said to be held out until 
the account is paid. Whether all of these 
reports are true or not, the excitement 
intense, and 
there is declared bitter war in the ranks 
of the physicians of Griffin.

"Resolved, That the methods being used 
to solicit practice at the cotton mills at 
this place is derogatory to the dignity 
the profession of: medicine, having a ten- 
dency to lower the entire faculty in public 
opinion.’ 

“Therefore, this society condemns suck 
methods and respectfullly requests those 
instigating such practices to meet with us 
at Dr. N. B. Drewry’s on Monday, 22d in- 
stant, at 3 o'clock; to discuss this ques- 
tion. .

IN YARDS 


An Early Morning Collision in West 
Atlanta Between a Freight and 
Passenger Train. 


DAMAGE TO ENGINE AND CARS 


The Passengers Received a Frightful 
Shock, but Fortunately No One, 
- Was Injurcd. 


A FIREMAN’S NARROW ESCAPE 


He Jamped Just in Time To Save His 
Life—A Miscaiculation by Trainmen 
Causes a Peculiar Accident in the 
Yards of the Southern Railway This 
Morning. 


The passengers on mixed train No. 8 
over the Southern railway from Chatta- 
nooga received a good shaking up at 6:30 
o'clock this morning in the yards of the 
company in north Atlanta. 

The experience is one which they won't 
soon forget and which came near frighten- 
ing the wits out of those who were on the 
train in question. 

The trouble was a collision with a fretght 
train at the hour named two miles from 
the union station near Bellwood avenue. 

As a result of the collision three freight 
cars are lying on their sides alongside the 
track or standing in. the yards greatly 
damaged and engine No. 859 of the pas- 
senger train has the left side of the cab 
smashed into splinters, the steam chest is 
wrecked and half of the cowcatcher is 
ruined. 

At the point mentioned the freight track 
crosses the passenger track from the left 
to the right side. It is right at a curve in 
the road beyond the warehouse and office 
of the Standard Oi] Company and it fs 
impossible for the engineer of an incoming 
train to see more than 100 yards in front 
of his engine. 

THE TRAINS CRASH. 

This morning a heavy freight for Birm- 
ingham was pulling out of the yards and 
it was calculated that the tratn would 
have time to pret across the passenger 
tracks before the incoming train from 
Chattanooga, which is due in Atlanta at 
6:55 o’clock, reached the point where the 
tracks cross. The trainmen, however, 
made a miscalculation and iust as the 
freight train was half-way over the pas- 
senger train shot around the curve at a 
terrific rate of The engineer of 
the passenger looked ahead and saw that 
the. freight train was»across the passen- 
‘ger’s track. He quickly reversed the en- 
gine, but it was too Jate to stop the train 
and it went crashing into the.freight at 
broadside. 

The ear which the passenger. engine 
struck was heavily loaded With lumber and 
offered a great deal of resistance, but the 
force which the engine struck it was 
erlough to throw it off of the track and 
also one other car, while a third was much 
the worse for the experience; the fireman 
had just time enough to jump from his 
box when the cars scraped by cond knock- 
ed off the entire side of the cab and other- 
wise damaged the steam monster. 

The passengers in the coaches were 
given a frightful lurch in their seats and 
many of those in the sleeper who were in 
the toilet. room at the time came near be- 
ing thrown through the windows.

STUART SAYS THE LATTER IS

Evangelist Thinks It Is Worse 
To Swear Than To Steal 
a Hog.

MANY ATLANTA PASTORS DIFFER 


Dr. Harvey Hatcher Says Both Will 
Disgrace and Damn—Dr. Landrum 
Does Not Agree with Dr. Stuart in 


His Bread Assertion, 


Of the two evils, which is the greater— 
swearing or stealing? 

Rev. George Stuart says it is worse to 
swear than to steal; that the taking of a 
hog and the stealing of property is not as 
great a crime as the taking <f the name of 
the Lord in vain. 

Many Atlanta ministers do not agree with 
Mr. Stuart, and when the latter made the 
broad assertion yesterday morning at the 
tabernacle, there were many in his audi- 
ence who. emphatically disagreed with the 
evangelist. 

Mr. Stuart was addressing a large congre- 
gation. He had been talking about fools 
and the queer things fools are guilty of do- 
ing and saying. In the course of his re- 
marks he stated that there were but two 
commrandants which were emphasized. 

“Of the ten commandments,” he said, 
“only two were emphasized—‘Thou shalt 
not take the name of the Lord thy God 
in vain,’ and ‘Honor thy father and 
mother,’ etc. These were the funda- 
mental commandments—reverence for 
God, and reverance for parents, upon 
which *society and ‘human existence its- 
self rests. And so he who swears does 
a greater moral hurt to the community 
than he who steals a hog. The first may 
be in secret, and convey no corruption 
to the people. The second is done open- 
ly, and spreads its contagion.”’ 

The statement, broad and emphatic, 
caused quite a good deal of comment. The 
congregation discussel the statement after 
the benediction was announced and may 
have commented upon the matter since 
Mr. Stuart referred to it in his sermon. 

“Participants in family strife;” said he 
from the pulpit, “dare worse than a hog 
thief.’”’ 

WHAT MR. LANDRUM SAYS. 

“IT don’t see how it is possible for any 
distinction to be made between stealing 
and swearing,” said Dr. W. W. Landrum 
this morning in reply to a question on the 
subject. 

“Tthere are ten commandments. In one 
God says “Thou shalt fot steal.’ In another 
He says ‘Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain.’ God doesn’t 
say which is the greater evil, and I have 
never heard anyone before who questioned 
the parity of these two commandments. 

“If there is any possible difference’ said 
Dr. Landrum, “I am inclined to believe 
swearing is not as great a crime as stealing. 
The former is a sin against God, the latter 
is a sin against God and man.”’ 

DO NEITHER HIS ADVICE. 


Dr. Henry McDonald, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, was asked which was 
the greater evil—stealing or swearing. 

“Do neither,’’ said Dr. McDonald. “Either 
one is bad enough."”’ 

DR. HATCHER’S REPLY. 


“Either will disgrace, and both wil 
damn,”’ replied Dr. Harvey Hatcher, when 
he was asked the same question. 

‘To do either one is a violation of God's 
commandments. We are enjoined from 
swearing’ and stealing. God doesn’t give 
His permission to do either ane.”’ 

WHAT DR. SHUTTER SAYS. 

“Replying to your request to give my 
opinion of Mr. Stuart’s statement ‘that a 
man who swears is worse than a hog thief,’ 
I will simply say that I have no standard 
of comparisons; but In looking over a chap- 
ter in the New Testament this evening, I 
discovered that in the estimation of the 
writer of the first gospel, there is a much 
worse character than the man who swears. 
In the fifth chapter of Matthews and from 
the thirty-third to the thirty-seventn 
verse, the subject of swearing is dealt 
with. The gist of it {s ‘Swear not at all.’ 
Nothing is added about the relative de- 
pravity of, the swearer and the hog thief. 
But turning back te the twenty-second 
verse of thé same chapted I find these 
words: ‘Whosoever shall say to his brother 
Raca, shall be in danger.of the council; but 
whosoever shall say, ‘Thou fool,’ shall be 
in danger of hell fire.” If the penalty has 
anything to do with the offense, as no such 
threat is made against the. swearer, we 
must conclude that the man who calls an- 
other, a fool is much more deeply depraved. 
Judge, therefore, my horror when, upon 
picking up the evening paper, I read the 
faliiowing words reported of one of the 
tabernacle evangelists: “An old church dea- 
con says he: cusses just becauses it slips 


‘out. It's got no business in there, you old 


bleared-eyed fool.’’ The man who uttered 
those words, I suppose, believes {n a literal 
hell. [simply call the passage to his atten- 
tion, and leave him and his associate to ad- 
just, in the light of it, the comparative ‘low- 
downness’ of hog thieves, profane swearers 
and those who recklessly handle the word 
‘fool. >

IhbhEGAL ? 


Claimed That HH. S. Perry Is Wrong- 
fully Held in the DeKalb 
County Jail. 


WARRANT IS NOT SPECIFIC 


| He Is Simply Charged with Murder 


Without the Victim’s Name Ap- 
pearing on the Bill. 


LEGAL FIGHT MAY RESULT ON IT 


Perry Is Said To Have Made a State- 
ment to Sheriff Austin in Which He 
Said He Siiot Lanier Because of an 
Alleged Assault—Second Information 


Caused Him To Go Gunning. 


H. S. Perry was yesterday committed to 
await the next term of the superior court 
of DeKalb county, when he will be tried 
for the murcer of N. B. Lanier. 

He waived examination at the hearing, 
and his lawyers refused to tell anyth'ng 
concerning the killing or what the line of 
defense would be. E. D. Peters, a cousin 
of Lanier’s and who was with him, told of 
the killing. 

The only new development was that La- 
nier had sent Peters to see Perry and find 
out if matter could not be fixed. The de- 
fense tried to bring out the: conversation 
that Peters had with Mrs. Perry on the oc- 
casion of this visit. It was ruled out by 
Justice Kirkpatrick. 

PERRY MAKES A STATEMENT. 

Perry has made a statement of the cause 
of the killing to Sheriff Aust’n who repeated 
it to the reporter of The Evening Consti- 
tution today. It has been stated all along 
that an attempt at assault was the cause of 
the killing. In the statement made by Per- 
ry to Sheriff Austin, he said that Lanier 
had crimimally assaulted his wife. 


He claims that at the time he wrote the: 


letter to Perry to leave town that he did 
not know of the assault, and it was not 
until the following day he was apprised 
of it. 

He claims that he would never have killed 
Lanier for the offense of acting as a spy on 
his movements, but that it was after he 
heard of his criminal assault that he went 
gunning. 

It was claimed by some that on the Fri- 
day night before the killing that. Perry 
was in a house of disrepute on Collins 
street, and that ‘Mrs. Perry went there in 
company with Lanier to find her husband, 
Perry says that he was at the theater on 
that night with friends, and that story is 
a fake. 

The assault is said to have been made 
several days beforg. Perry was acquainted 
with it, but as soop as he learned of it he 
immediately went out on a dead hunt. 

Attorney Braswell, the attorney for Ferry, 
was seen abvut the statement of Perry and 
would neither deny nor affirm that it 
would be their defense. “I am not respon- 
sible for what Perry says. I will say that 
we have looked carefully into the case 
and know all the connecting links. I think 
we will show the court that the killing was 
justifiable.” 

COLONEL PERPLES KNEW LANIER. 

Colonel T. M. Peeple, of Gwinnett county. 
was on trial yesterday and will Be associ- 
ated with Mr. Braswell in the defense. He 
is an old friend of the Perry family and 
has known Lanier for sorg> time. 

He said to an Bvening Constitution re- 
“He nas 
been im several scrapes with women before 
here in Atlanta, and the matters have been 
hushed up.” 

He would not say anything further*con- 
cerning the case. It is known that if any 
other defemse besides that of a criminal 
assault is offered by the defense that a 
gentleman to whom Perry made another 
statement will @o before the court and 
swear that Perry said to him this was the 
cause of the killing. 

IS PERRY ILUPGALLY HELD? 

A legal fight may come up In connection 
with the cormgnitment trial before the su- 
perior court hears the case. 

Colonel Peeples said yesterday that Per- 
ry was illegally held. He started to make 
a fight on the point yesterday, but decided 
to walt, 

When asked how Perry was illegally held, 
Colonel Peeples said that he was commit- 
ted on a warrant charging him with mur- 
der. “The warrant does mot say whether 
he murdered @ man, woman or child. It 
does not say when it occurred. A man can- 
not be committed unless there is a specific 
charge against him.” 

Mr. Braswell was seen at Decatur this 
mormming and asked about this question. 
He seemed surprised that it was known, 
and seid that he had nothing to say. 

“I don’t know what we wil do about it. 
If I should say it would put the other at- 
torneys on guard, and that is what would 
not be policy.” : 

Unless. the attorneys for the state’ make 
some immediate move, there may be a big 
legal fight.’

There is a general damp dis- 
order, the laundress does not come in 
time: the dressmaker cannot send the dress 
home. or one’s best theater gown is ruin- 
ed by a sudden shower. One is for all the 
world like a disgruntled husband who can 
find no comfort in his home because it is 
the spring cleaning season. And dame na- 
ture brushes off the dead leaves and dusty 
cobwebs with her high winds and~ fumes 
and frets, lays down things and then 
rushes back to get them and forgets what 
she wants with them: The clouds, like 
frowsy housemaids, scurry about pouring 
water over everything in an aimless fash- 
ion. And when they stop to rest a minute 
their mistress scolds and storms and they 
rush together to empty whole oceans of 
water at once, as they did yesterday at 
noon. The sun, evidently disgusted, has 
disappeared from the premises to wait un- 
til the clouds of domestic disorder roll by.

A National Bureau 
Of Domestic Science 


The new woman is striving as,hard as 
ever a woman can to show mankind that 
her “advanced” ideas will not alienate her 
from domestic interests. She is trying to 
show that by enlarging.her activities she 
can cover the ground of her sphere ali the 
more effectually. 

And hard on the heels of the mothers’ 
congress comes a movemiént on the part of 
the Illinois Domestic Science Association, 
which aims to effect ‘a2 co-operation with 


the food producers ofthe country whereby | 


the food produced may be properly cooked. 
Resolutions setting forth the aims of the 
association have been sent to the presidents 
of the National Farmers’ Alliance and the 
national farmers’ council. The presidents 
responded immediately with offers of aid 
and the matter will be discussed at the 
coming meetings of. their respective socie- 
ties. * : 

"The resqlutiops read: = «= = . =-s «@ 

‘“‘Whereas, The ultimate object of agri- 
culture is the production of proper food for 
mankind: 

‘Whereas, That object fails in its most 
essential points if the food which is raised 
with skill is ruined through ignorance in 
preparation; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That we, the-National Farm- 
ers’ Alliamce, will give. our active: influence 
and co-operation toward establishing . des 
partments of domestic science at the vari- 
ous state agricultural fairs and, colleges 
throughout the nation, Where’ the best 
methods and appliances for the-preparation 
of food shall be presented in connéction 
with the best method and appliarices for its 
production.” 

Miss Emma Sickles is at the head of the 
movement and has been working to develop 
Systematic instruction in this line for s¢ev- 

| years.. She was educated at ‘Mt. Holy- 
oke seminary, where industrial education is 
@ specia! feature, and there she became 
interested and impressed ‘with the meed of 
work in this direction. 

‘An effort will be made by Miss Sickles and 
her co-workers to establish a bureau of 
domestic science in connection with the de- 
partment of agriculture in Washington. 
If this is done—and it probably will be if 
the farmers’ associations become interesco2d 
in it—this will be the only government, so 
far as known, which takes such a real in- 
terest in the wellfare of its citizens. It will 
be a charming domestic scene when Uncle 
Sam sits down to instruct his dyspeptic citi- 
zens how to avoid unhealthful efrors. THe 
young citizen ‘will be brought up to eat only 
what is good for him so that he will best 
serve his country by being a strong, nor- 
mal, healthy man. 

The mothers will understand the scientific 
principles of food and its developing powers 
over the mind amd body, so that the rearing 
of ‘future presidents” will be a matter of 
calculation rather than accident. Indeed, 
if every man is healthy and normal he will 
be the president of a happy domain of his 
own and there will not be so much dissat- 
isfaction and calamity howling for the offi- 
clal president to combat with. 

There is a millennial mote in that last. 
Let us have the domestic science bureau 
by all means! and if it does all its builders 
prophesy for it man will be too even-tem- 
pered and happy to swear when his collar 
button rolls under it.

EFFECT OF GLADSTONE’S WORDS 


His Pamphlet on the Cretan Question 
Does Net Have as Much Result 
as Was Expected, 


THE TRANSVAAL COMES UP AGAIN 


The Possibitity of a Rupture in the 
Concert of Powers Makes England 
Cautious in Her Actions in Regard 
to Crete—Her Eyes Again Turned 
Toward South Africa, 


Special Cable Letter. 

London, March 2.—The publication of 
azladstone’s letter to the duke of West- 
minster, who, by the way, is at the head of 
a relief movement for the benefit of the 
suffering Armenians, prot«sting against the 
attitude of Great Britain, Germany, 
France, Austria and Italy toward Greece, 
and arraigning the government of Lord 
Salisbury for the position they have as- 
sumed—that of being practically tails to 
the Kites of Russia and Germany—has not 
excited the sensation which it was ex- 
pected the appearance of the pamphlet 
.would create. 

The conservative newspapers, which are 
bound by party affiliations to support Lord 
Salisbury, comment at length on the pam- 
wiet. The point of losing sight of the fact 
that the conditions now and at the time to 
which they refer were very different; that 
Mr. Gladstone’s government took the in- 
itiative in the blockade of Greece in 1886, 
when that kingdom claimed a section of 
Macedonia to balance the acquisition of 
Eastern Roumania by Buigaria to this co- 
ercion on the part’ of the powers ceasing 
only upon the submission of Greece after 
some desperate fighting upon the frontier 
of Turkey, in which several hundred Greeks 
were killed and hundreds taken prisoners 
by the Turks. 

The liberal papers take heart from the 
ringing words of their old leader to'attack 
the policy of the government more vigor- 
ously than before. They recalled that last 
year, when Lord Rosebery was leader of 
the liberals, he declared that everything 
that could be done ought to be done to put 
an end to the detestable system of govern- 
ment prevailing in Turkey. The plain 
statement made yesterday by the earl of 
Kimberly, the present Hberal leader in the 
house of Jords, explaining the speech he 
made at the meeting of the National Libef- 
ai Federation at NorWich, should set at 
rest all doubt coficerning the present policy 
of the liberal party and the proof that 
Mr. Gladstone is in full accord with the 
present liberal leaders. 

The earl said in effect that what he in- 
tended to convey in his speech was that 
the liberal party would depart entirely 
from the policy it had pursued in the past 
in connection with Turkey, and would 
maintain that the existence of the Otto- 
man empire was a standing menace to the 
peace of Europe. 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

Regarding the political situation, a rep- 
resentative of the Southern Associated 
Press has obtained information from an of- 
ficial source that Lord Salisbury has not 
yet given his consent to a blockading of 
Greece. He has declined to give a definite 
decision in the matter until it Is -«een what 
the effect will be of the measures that- have 
been adopted in regard to Crete. The for- 
eign officer is confident that developments 
in the near future will ameliorate a crisis. 
The end of the Russo-German-Austrian 
diplomacy has been in the current week 
as vigorously in favor of the severest re- 
pressions of Greece as at any period of 
this long prolonged crisis. 

But for the opposition of Great Britain, 
supported by France and Italy, a war 
blockade, not a pacific blockade, of all 
the Greek coast would have been formed, 
and the Greek fleet in Cretan and Egean 
waters might have been treated as the al- 
lied fleets dealt with the Turks at Nava- 
rino. The Buropean concert, always shaky, 
would have collapsed, and Great Britain 
have had to face humiliation or been forced 
to enter upon a European war vingle-hand- 
ed or with one doubtful ally. 

The danger of a European war is by no 
means yet averted. The czar appears to 
have thrown over Greece and the just de- 
mands of Greece altogether, and to be will- 
ing to allow the Turks to use their full 
military strength in crushing the compar- 
atively feeble army of King George. 

The German Emperor, one of whose aims 
is to weaken the Russo-French entente by 
playing Russia's game on the Baikan pen- 
insula, has both incited and supported the 
czar’s policy. | 

The Austrian government, which opposes 
any extension of Greece in any direction, 
and especially toward Macedonia, has, 
though taking no initiative, sided with the 
kaiser. This simmering mess of diplomacy 
still gets the name of the European cun- 


cert. . 
RUPTURE POSSIBLE. 

If no open rupture occurs, any real con- 
cert obtained will be largely due to one po- 
tent personal influence, that of the queen 
of England. However the infirmities of 
old age may weigh upon her majesty, her 
intellect remains vigorous, and her deter- 
mination to interfere in the great crisis of 
England’s foreign policy has been displayed 
as markedly as ever. 

The principle that the queen “reigns, but 
does not govern,” has never prevented her

New York, March 2.—For weeks past 
Wall street has been waiting for definite 
news in regard to what the etock exchange 
authorities intended to do in the matter of 
the tickers. It had been known that the 
sentiment of the members of the governing 
committee was against the renewal of the 
existing contract with the Gold and Stock 
Telegraph Company, but the delay in the 
making of any definite announcement has 
led to false reports that the cxchange had 
struck a legal snag which would prevent it 
from cutting off the ticker service. 

The exchange also has a contract with 
the New York Quotation Company similar 
to that with the Gold and Stock. This 
company is practically owned by the ex- 
change and it only furnishes quota‘ions to 
members, while the public in general re- 
ceives the quotations through the Gold 
and Stock tickers. 

The full plans of the governors vf the 
stock exchange for the bucket shop cim- 
paign have not been divulged. They ex- 
pect that the Gold and Stock Telegraph 
Company will endeavor to force the ex- 
change to give out quotations on the 
ground that they furnish their own com- 
pany with the news and that the company 
may be declared a common carrier be- 
cause it uses subways. The friends of the 
Gold and Stock insist that the exchange 
must furnish other companies under the 
discrimination law. 

EXCHANGE’S DIFFICULTY. 


That company declares itself anxious to 
abate the bucket shop business, but a law, 
upheld in an injunction case prevents it 
from declining to rent tickers to buexct 
shops. 

Officers said today that they hoped some 
scheme would be. devised whereby the 
company would continue the service even 
if not in the same way at present. 

The governors of the exchange have con- 
sidered different means of furnishing 
ticker companies a service that could not 
be taken advantage of by bucket shops. 
One is to send out quotations ten minutes 
or more late and then only transactions in 
certain groups of stocks and not dealings 
in the order they are made. 

The members of the Conaolidated Stock 
and Petroleum exchange are interested in 
the warfare between the older exchange 
and the ticker company and the cutting 
off of the tickers may interfere with the 
quotations reaching the Consolidated ex- 
change promptly.

The Members Charged with Having 
Demanded the Resignation of All 
the Officers and Non-Commissioned 
Cificers of the Atlanta Artillery and 
of Disobedience of Orders, 


The copies of charges against the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta Artillery bave been 
served. 

Sergeant Dent, of the adjutant general’s 
office, began serving them about 1 o’clock 
today and all the members will be served 
between now and midnight. 

On the return of Captain Brown this 
morning the matter was taken up at once 
and the judge advocate having prepared 
the copies, they were sent out to be served 
personally upon the twenty-nine members. 

The chorges are on a line with what has 
been set forth in The Evening Constitution 


within the last few days. 

“Insubordination” and ‘‘Disobedience of 
Orders” are the two charges, and there are 
several specifications in each charge. 

The members do not appear to be greatly 
troubled about the charges, as they claim 
that they have not been guilty of any 
breach of military discipline in the matter. 

When asked whether or not notice had 
been sent to Captain Kempton to appear 
before the courtmartial for an investiga- 
tion of the charges preferred against him 
by the members of the company, Jucge 
Advocate Austin replied that he would nct 
say whether or not such notice had Deen 
served, but it is presumed that such is the 
case and that Captain Kempton will be 
called upon to answer the charges at the 
same time with the men. 

Following are the charges and specifica- 
tious: 

Charge 1. Insurbordinate conduct to the 
prejudice and good will and military dis- 
cipline.

The Southern rattway stands ready to do 
anything in its power toward promoting the 
interests of the ‘new station, and if the 
other roads will come in on the scheme it 
will be built. 

A station such as Mr. Spencer wants to 
give Atlanta will cost in the neighborhood 
of $500,000 and will be decidedly the best 
and most elegant railroad station south of 
the Ohio river. 

Mr. Spencer reached Atlanta last night. 
from Birmingham. With him came Mrs. 
Spencer, Mr. Frank 5. Gannon, third vice 
president and general manager, while Ma- 
jor C. M. Hudson, chief engineer of the 
road, reached Atlanta this morning and 
joined the party. + 

Mr. Spencer never believes in doing 
things by halves, and when he places his 
stamp of approval upon anything he is 
generally familiar with every detail of the 
project. He was up early this morning, 
and dressed in a plain business suit he 
joined Mr. Gannon, Major Hudson, Mr. 
Thompson. and Mr. Barrett for a trip of 
inspection through and over the property 
of the big system in Atlanta. 

A TRIP OF INSPECTION.

NEW MOVEMENT STARTED. 


Cotton Growers Meet and Adopt an 
Important Resolution’ Touching 
Their Interest.

There is a movement on foot amorig the 
farmers’ to fncrease’ the consumption of 
cotton that if it becomes general will 
revolutionize things in the cotton growing 
and manufacturing industries in the south. 

Tt is to force the manufacturers of fer- 
tilizers to use cotton cloth in sacking the 
material for shipment. 

“The principal question to determine is 
the cost of such material,” said Colonel 
Nesbitt. commissioner of agriculture, to- 
day. “If the cost is not too-heavy it will 
prove a big boon to the farmers, as it will 
increase the consumption of cotton very 
largely. The waste material from the gins 
and factories and the poorer grades of 
cotton, that are now almost valueiess, 
might be utilized in the production of ma- 
terial for sacking. This would be a meas- 
ure of economy that would be felt very 
sensibly all over the south." 

The fellowing account of a meeting of 
one of the oldest and best farmers’ clubs 
in the state, in Bartow county recently, in- 
dicates that the matter is taking definite 
shape: 

“The Euhariee Farmers’ Club held its 
fourteenth annual meeting at the home of 
Mr. N. M. Adams, on March 6th, with a 
This club has entered on 
ite fifteenth year with more energy and 
is doing more for its members than ever 
before. 

“On last Saturday a resolution was passed 
that we would only buy fertilizers from 
companies that would agree to put their 
goods up in cotton bags, thereby consum- 
ing our own product; and we further 
recommend that they only put 167 gounds 
to the sacks, making twelve sacks to the 
ton. We realize that it is a saving to the 
farmer in handling it, and does not waste 
so badly. Then the sacks are worth szome-

Governor Wires To Hang Jackson and To Hold Walling Until 
Further Notice if Jackson Makes Statement—The

Newport, Ky., March 2.—Scott Jackson 
and Alonzo Walling have been hanged. The 
drop fell at 11:40 o’clock. 

At 7:30 this morning Jackson and Walling, 
the condemned murderers of Pearl Bryan, 
were ordered to prepare themselves for the 


last. , 

Rev. Mr. Lee prayed with them and they 
sang three hymns, “The Sweet Bye and 
Bye,” “God Be With 
You Till We Meet Again,” and “The Half 


Wealling’s favorite; 


Was Never Told.” 
Then the minister offered another prayer. 


ALONZO WALLING. 


A message was handed to Walling from 
Miss Emma Roberts. 

It was: “Die game." 

He told the bearer that he would do so. 
Walling then made a touching appeal that 
he be permitted to see Mayor Rhineock. 

The request was granted. When the 
mayor came in he was asked to sign a 
dispatch to the governor to give him a 
reprieve of thirty days. 

Walling said: “Jackson can save my life 


if he will, but he won't. I have tried in 


» every way to get him to dc it, but he will 


not. He ought to save me.”’ 


“Now, Lon,” said Mayor Rhineock, “I 
want you to tell me where the head is.” 
“Mayor Rhineock, before God, whom I 
shall soon meet, I do not know. I will not 
lie now.”’ 
Chief of Police Pugh, of Covington, shook 
with emotion when be bade good-by. 
Jackson, he said, was wringing with per- 


spiration. 
During the singing of the last hymn 


Jackson beat time with his hands and en- 
tered into the singing with fervor. 

Sheriff Plummer came in at this juncture 
‘and asked the prisoners if they had any- 
thing further to say. ) 

Jackson replied that he wanted to clear 
Walling of any connection with the cr’me.

Plummer to give Jackson five minutes. to 
make a statement. | 
Jackson refused to do so. 

The governor then ordered the sheriff 
to carry out his original instructions. 

Walling was strangled and died very 
hard. Jackson’s netk was apparently 
broken, as he never moved a muscle. 

At 11:0 Dr. Tarvin “Pronounced Walling 
dead. 

At 12:01 p. m. Jackson was pronounced 
dead, 

Both bodies were then taken down from 
the scaffold.

JACKSON’S CRIME. 


The Deed Wht Brought Him to 
the Senffold Today—His Own 
Cenfession. 

The crime for which Scott Jackson was 
hanged was the murder of Pear Bryan, 
but exactly how it was committed cannot 

be told at this time, if ever. 

The various confessions that have been 
made are more or less contradictory. Ac- 
cording to Jackson the tragedy is as fol- 
lows: 

Pearl Bryan came to Cincinnati, O., by di- 
rection of/her seducer, William F. Wood, 
and with the desire on her part to have 
an operation performed to relieve her of 
her burden and to get out of her trouble. 

I had many letters from Will Wood, tell- 
ing me of his trouble and begging me to 
tell him how to get out of it, and what to 
do to help him and relieve her. I sent 
him all the information I knew or heard of 
such matters In order to help them both. 

He finally became so anxious, owing to 
her condition, that he said he would send 
her to Cincinnati, and wrote to me to get 
some one to perform the vperation and 
thereby save them both from disgrace. I 
showed these letters to Alonzo M. Walling, 
my roommate and fellow classmate, ‘and 
he said he thought he would be able to get 
someone to perform the operation, and said 
he would look up some one and try to se- 
cure a room for her. 

On Monday p. m., January 27, 1896, I re- 
ceived a postal card from William Wood, 
saying this “baggage was en route, ad to 
look out- for it and fix things O. E. for 
him,” 

We went to the Indiana house on Tues- 
day, just before noon, and told her that 
.Walling was in communication with a 
friend to secure a place for her to go and 
obtain medical treatment. She asked me

The 
Atlanta Building Trades council, which was 
organized several months agay composed of 
ell the local building trades unions, has 
had the matter under consideration and 
the action stated was recenily taken. 

The council considered the matter fully 
and it was decided that the unions are 
strong enough to demand that all work- 
men be forced to join their trade union if 
they desire to work on a building with 
union men.

“John D. Weaver, the young man who 
was shot down last night, is my son. He 
lives with me at No. 8 Windsor street. He 
is a good boy, but sometimes he. gets on 
sprees, and he has just been recovering 
from one. For one week I have been watoh- 
ing him at home, and he has been: half- 
crazed. I kept him with me fn my recom, 
and this morning about 2 o’clock he ran 
out of the house. I called to him and he 
said: ‘I will come back directly.’ I ran 
out after him, but he escaped. I heard « 
pistol shot a few minutes later and this 
morning I learned that he had been shot 
on Mrs. Owens’s porch. I have been told 
that they say he was a burglar.

He was no 
burglar, but was crazed and did not know 
what he was doing.”’

When the receiversifip was asked for for 
the Union Loan and Trust Company the 
attorneys alleged in their bill that no 
books belonging to the defunct company 
could be found and that the officers knew 
nothing of the whereabouts of the missing 
books which alone could. give the desired 
information. 

It was stated that the books had been 
shipped to New York to the Wall street 
office of W. C. Hale & Co. Ed A. Richards, 
who was a partner with Hale, denied that 
the books were in his New York office, 
saying that the books had been returned 
to Atlanta and that Hale had received 
them and given the expréss company his 
receipt for them. 

At the office of the Union Loan and Trust 
Company, on South Broad street, there was 
nothing to indicate that the books had 
ever been there. Not a single book or pa- 
per could be found in ‘the office, amd .the 
most diligent search failed to show where 
the books had been concealed. 

Several days ago Mr. T. B. Felder went to 
New York and when he returned yesterday 
he stated that he had found the books and 
papers which he was searching for. 

The transfer of the assets of the Union 
Loan and Trust Company to Richards by 
Hale was also found, and this transfer was 
calceled by Colonel Felder. Other im- 
portant steps im regard tothe litigation 
were taken, and Colonel Felder is delighted 
at the result of his trip to New York.

He Pictures the Passing Away of Life 
and Tells of the Fut- | 
Ure. 


BIG CROWD AT TABERNACLE 


Tomorrow Night Will Witness Close 
of the Big Revival Which Has 
Stirred All Atlanta. 


WILL PREACH AT 10:30, 2:30 AND 7:80 


In the Morning He Will Speak to the 
Policemen—Mr. Jones’s Meeting Was 
Successful Last Night and Many 
Asked That They Be Prayed For. 


Thousands were turned away from the 
tabernacle last night. 

Every available space inside the immense 
building was occupied and fully 10,000 peo- 
ple heard Evangelist Sam Jones. 

The greater part of the sermon was 
drawn from ‘his own experience. Some in- 
cidents he narrated so vividly that. people 
trembled amd pale faces could be seen all 
through the audience. 

When penitents were called, 320 came and 
shook the hand of ‘Mr. Jones. 

This afternoon Mr. Stuart will speak to 
children and their mothers. Sunday is the 
last day of the revival and three services 
will be held—one in the moming at 10:30, 
for working young men and women who 
cannot attend during the week; another at 
2:30, and ome at 7:30 o’clock. Mr. Jones will 
preach at 9 o'clock Sunday to the: police- 
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ners in this audience who could say that 
@ wagon load of sinners and a thousand 
opportunities have been wasted on them. 
I announce this as a fact. 

“There have been more sudden ‘deaths in 
the past year than ever before. By every 
means, in every way, they are going. Al- 
most every time the heart beats, some man 
is swept into the presence of God. They 
have become so common that we cease to 
notice them. . 

“We notice it not unless some one falls 
in our home. Every day. that I have been 
in Atlanta somebody has passed through 
the streets in a hearse. Yet, heaven ard 
earth may pass away, but never God's 
law. 

“It is my purpose tonight. to rush over 
and rehearse some of my experience. I 
shall preach to thousands and tens of 
thousands who after my voice has ceased, 
they have passed into the presence of God. 
In Nashville some time ago, we ran a 
twenty day’s revival and 2,700 people joined 
the church during that time. After we 
left 10,000 within six months came in. 

“I remember one man that was con- 
verted during those meetings. He was 
owner of all the boats that ran on the 
Cumberland river. After he became a 
Christian, he telegraphed each of the cap- 
tains of his boat and ordered them to roll 
off. the casks and barrels of whisky ihat 
might be on them, and said he was sorry 
he had ever had anything to do with it. 
He invited me to his house. I went. When 
I arrived there I found a number of gen- 
tlemen awaiting us,. among them a num- 
ber of boat captains and the mayor of 
Clarkesville. Soon we were invited into 
dinner, and while going there this man 
asked me to do all I. could to convert 
these men, who. had.met..there with us, 
He put me at the head of the table, the 
mayor and a captain on one side and two 
captains on my left. During that meal [ 
plead with those men and begged them to 
come to the meetings. They never came, 
but went their usual ways to damnation. 

“In three months one of the captains 
fell dead. In five months the mayor was 
killed while hunting in Michigan, and be- 
fore the last month of that year came, 
the other captains were cold in death.

Fivery time the 
man walks away from God He rebuketh 
him and shall be suddenly destroyed.

A HALF FORGOTTEN REGION. 
Professor Gienn has just returned from 
a visit to Camden and Chariton counties. 
He has been telling me about Trader’s 
Hill. and old St. Marys. He says that he 
visited the oldest cemetery that he ever 
set foot in while visiting St. Marys. The 
mossy marbles rest above the ashes of 
some of the old pioneers of the early set- 
tlement of Georgia in that ancient burial 
ground where the golden jasmine runs riot 
among the ruins of a splendid civilization.

Editor of The Evening Constitution: 

It is with some misgivings that I undertake to write on a subject with which 
more learned men have fruitiessly struggled. But the great interest I feel in the 
subject and its immense importance té all the people, not only of the state of 
Georgia, but of the south, induces me to say a few words. : 

At the recent meeting of the Cotton Growers’ Association in connection with 
the State Agricultural Society, at Augusta, Ga., Mr. W. A. Broughton delivered 
an address full of good advice, sound sense and logic. He showed that the cotton 
crop of 1895 sold for $3,0000,000 more than the cotton crop of 18%, although the for- 
mer was 3,400,000 bales smaller than the latter. 

Several years ago Mr. Samuel] Inman said inthe public print in substance 
that the cotton consuming world’ was ready to pay .about a given amount of 
money to the cotton growing world for the crop, and that they would pay that 
sum as readily for 5,000,000 bales as they would for 9,000,000. And, he added, the 
farmers would persist in growing, gathering and giving away the additional 4,000,- 
000 bales they had no one to blame but themselves. 

Now there is the same advice from two distinguished sources, presumably on 
different sides of the subject. 

Why, then,*do not the farmers heed such advice? Not because they do not or 
cannot comprehend it, but because they are not reacted by it. The men who 
compose the State Agricultural Society of Georgia are not, in fact, the farmers of 
Georgia, nor their representatives. 

I do not say that there are no farmers in its convention, but as a rule the ma- 
jority of its delegates are not practical farmers. Unfortunately for Georgia a large — 
per cent of its farming is done by people who do not own the land, who dd not 
conduct the business of farming continually with a view to the best interest of 
the land; who do not read, and who do not go as delegates either to the meeting 
of the State Agricultural Society or to those of the Cotton Growers’ Association. 

Yet these practical farmers are the people whe determine the acreage in cot- 
ton, the amount of commercial fertilizers, and the amount of farm supplies to be 
bought. : 

Without statistics I would not state an estimate of the percentage of the cot- 
ton crop of Georgia which was grown by this element; but I think every careful 
observer would agree with me that it is very large. And I think the same class 
will agree with me when I say that as we would go west we would find that per- 
centage growing larger with probably an exception in the state of Texas. 

If the above statements be facts, it follows that this element will have to be 
reached before any perceptible good can be accomplished in the efforts to control 
the acreage to be planted in cotton. 

It is patriotic and commendable for the Cotton Growers’ Association to con- 
vene and resolve “to reduce the acreage in cotton this year and to plant more 
corn,”’ but if the people who actually control this matter are not those gentlemen 
it is “love’s labors lost." 

Farmers are not different from other people in the matter of self-interest. 
They are anxious to better their condition, but from the nature of their business 
they are widely separated, and it is more trouble and expenge to get them to- 
gether than those engaged in other pursuits. 

But it would pay handsomely for all lost time and expense if the men who 
eontrol the acreage in cotton would get together, not only in person, but in pur- 
pose, and carry into actual practice the theory which has been preached from the 
rostrum, the counting house, the warehouse, the hustings, the printing press, the 
poet’s study, the country store and the fireside. : 

The man who will put in motion the machinery which will bring about this re- 
sult will build for himself a monument more enduring than stone. Who will under- 
take it?

The Indian Spring and Fiovilla railroad 
will not be sold next Tuesday by Commis- 
soiner Lane, as has been advertised. 

A new move was taken in the situation 
yesterday afternoon when Receiver T. J. 
Ripley, of the State Savings bank, filed 
a petition for injunction and receiver with 
Judge Marcus Beck, at Jackson. 

The petition showed that séme of the 
assets of the State Savings bank were in 
the railroad and Judge Beck was required 
to grant an injunction restraining Commis 
sioner Lane from selling the property. 

Judge Beck signed the order as prayed 
for and appointed Mr. W. F. Smith receiv- 
er of the road. 

The Indian Spring and.Flovilla railroad 
is a short road connecting Indian Spring 
with the Southern, It is but a very short 
line of only a few miles. When it was con- 
structed it was thought that considerable 
business would be done by the road, es- 
pecially during the seasan that the Wig- 
wam was open and guests were at the 
spring. “neh 

The road had been in operation but a 
short time when_William C. Hale was ap- 
pointed receiver and was authorized under 
an order of the superior court to take 
charge of the assets of the road and man- 
age it. Hale made several arrangements 
with himself for the management of the 
road, and finally decided to sell tt to the 
United Statés Construction Company, a 
corporation of which he himself was the 
head. Hale agreed with himself to put up 
a check of $1,000, but after considering the 
matter, he, as receiver Of the road, re- 
fused to sell it to himself as the proprie- 
tor of the United States Construction Com- 
pany. The $1,000 check was destroyed and 
Hale declared his individual trade off. 

In the litigation yesterday the State Sav- 
ings bank was represented by Hon. T. B. 
Felder and Commissioner Lane was repre-

GOVERNMENT LOSES NOTHING 


Clyde Owes the United States About 
$5.000, but Consul Morss wii Be 
Obliged To Pay This. 


FREEMAN SHROPSHIRE WILL PUT UP 


The Many Private Sufferers, Which 
Includes Consul Morss, Too, Have 
Not Taken Any Action as Yet and It 
Is Not Known What They Will Do. 

. No Effort Has Yet Been “ade To Find 
Him, but It Is Supposed That He is 
in London. 


Washington, March 20.—Clyde Shropshire, 
of Rome, Ga., formerly vice consul general 
of the United States at Paris, a full account 
of whose misdoings was printed in The 
Evening Constitution yesterday, was re- 
moved from office last year and Ed P. Mac- 
Lean, deputy consul general, was promoted 
to his place. Shropshire was appointed Ju- 
ly 3, 1893. 

The fact of his defalcations were first 
brought to the attention of the state de- 
partment in July of last year. As vice con- 
sul general, Shropshire acted as an agent 
of American estates of various sorts and it 
is supposed that considerable money and 
estates thus coming into his possession 
have been misappropriated. 

The United States, it is stated, will not 
lose anything by his transactions. The 
last report on the matter was received from 
Consul General Morss about four weeks 
ago amd then the amounts of official’ fees 
appropriated by Shropsunire was ascertained 
to be only about four or five thousand 
dollars. For this amount the consul gener- 
al is responsible and Shropshire’s brother, 
Freeman Shropshire, of Rome, is prepared 
to make the shortage good. 

‘The private sufferers by Shropshire’s 
conduct will have to take their own remedy. 
He has disappeared from Paris and he is 
said to be in London.

A Question Raised as to the Rights of 
Detectives a Photograph and 
Measure Those Arrested. 


LAW UNDER WHICH THEY ACT 


An Ordinance Which Gives the Detec- 
tive Department the Right To 
Photograph Criminals, 


CHIEF CONNOLLY TALKS ABOUT IT 


It Is Claimed That the Detectives 
Should Only Record the ‘Notorious 
Criminals and Those Who Are Con- 
victed—A Man Might Be Recorded 
and Afterwards Prove Himself In- 
nocent—What Is Said About It.

A few days ago there was published in 
The Evening Constitution an account of 
the measuring and photographing of nine 
men who had been arrested by the city de- 


tectives. Among the prisoners so treated 
were two or three white men. 

Some of the friends of one of the white 
men have been raising the question as to 
the right of the police department thus 
placing a man upon the criminal record un- 
til he was convicted. They say, suppose a 
man is arrested and afterwards proves 
that he is innocent, he would have the 
humiliation of knowing that he had been 
hauled up with a crowd of negro thieves 
and made to submit to an ordeal from 
which any man shrinks, especially if he 
knows he is innocent. The matter has 
been discussed so much that the facts 
about it are of considerable interest. 

THE LAW ON THE SUBJECT. 

There is a city ordinance which gives the 
city detectives the right to photograph 
under certain circumstances, 
and since the adoption of the Bertillon 
system of measuring the prisoners this 
comes under the same law as the photo- 
graphing; at least, so it is claimed by the 
city authorities. That ordinance reads as 
follows: 

“Section 873. Photographs of notorious 
criminals and offenders against the law 
shall be taken and kept in the detective 
office.’’ 

It is under this ordinance that the detec- 
tive department acts now when photo- 
graphing and measuring the persons under 
arrest. 

It is claimed that under this ordinance 
the detectives have no right to photo- 
graph and measureé‘prisoners unless they 
are known to be “notorious criminals and 
offenders;’’ that pérsons arrested for ordi- 
nary misdemeanors, and for the first time, . 


WHAT CHIEF CONNOLLY SAYS. 

Chief Connolly when seen about the mat- 
ter said to a representative of The Evening 
Constitution: 

“] have not had any case called to my 
attention in which the detectives have ex- 
ceeded their authority. I believe they have 
the right to photograph and measure a 
prisoner charged with a serious offense 


when the evidence is believed by them to. 


be convincing. Now, suppose we arrest a 
man charged with burglary and he its 
positively identified and the stolen goods 
are found in his possession, and before 
his trial he escapes, how could we re- 
capture him if we have no record of him 
on the books? Of course it would not be 
right to place on the record every perron 
arrested, and I have no information that 
this has been done.”

It has been published that some of the 


"policemen and detectives are striving to 


make good records at this momentous 4ea- 
son in the official history of an Atlanta 
policeman’s career.

The chief of police in an interview says 
he is not in sympathy with any such am- 
bition on the part of his men. 

Some time ago there was an officer on the 
force who used to brag about the number 
of arrests he made in a year and boast 
about the amount of fines collected through 
his vigilance. He was a mounted officer 
(he is dead now) and he used to outstrip 
every other member of the department. It 
was a fact that when the biennial election 
once took place his magnificent record 
in this respect was paraded before the 
board of police commissioners, and he was 
re-elected without opposition. That was 
many years ago, but the memory of his 
achievements may still be dancing before 
the eyes of those who are seeking fame 
behind a patrolman’s stick. 

CHIEF CONNOLLY’S OPINION. 

Chief Connolly was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Evening Constitution and told 
that the matter was being talked about.

“Why, I know of no policemen who are 
acting so foolishly.

And hard on the heels of the mothers’ 
congress comes a movement’on the part of 
the Illinois Domestic Science , Asso¢giation, 
which aims to effect..a co-operation with 
the food producers.of the country whbréby 
the food produced may be properly cooked. 
Resolutions setting forth the aims of the 
essociation have been sent to the presidents 
of the National Farmers’ Alliance and the 
national farmers’ ¢ouncil. The presidests 
responded: immediately with offers. of aid 
and thé mafieF whl be disGussed “at ‘the 
coming meetings of their respective socie- 
ties. - = ce X fe 

The resolutions read: . 


“Whereas, The ultimate object of agri- ’ 


culture is the production of proper food for 
mankind: ' , 
‘Whereas, That object fails in its most 
essential points if the food which is raised 
with skill is ruined through ignofahce in 
preparation; therefore,be it ee . 


“Resolved, That we, the National. Farm- | 


ers’ Alliance, will give our, active influence 
and co-operation toward establishing : de- 


partments of domestic science-at the vari- 
ous state agricultural «fairs and colleges 


throughout the nation, Where the best 
methods and appliances for-the preparation. 
of food shall be presented. connection 
with the best method and appliances for its 
production.”’ 

Miss Emma Sickles is at the head of the 
movement and has been working to develop 
Systematic instruction in this line for sev- 
eral years. She was educated at ‘Mt. Holy- 
oke seminary, where industrial education is 
a@ special feature, and there she became 
interested and impressed ‘with the meed of 
work in this direction. 

‘An effort will be made by Miss Sickles and 
her’ co-workers to establish a bureau of 
domestic science in connection with the de- 
partment of agriculture in Washington, 
if this is done-—and it probably will be if 
the farmers’ associations become interesr:d 
in it—this will be the only government, so 
far as known, which takes such a real in- 
terest in the wellfare of its citizens. It will 
be a charming domestic scene when Uncle 
Sam sits down:to instruct his dyspeptic citi- 
zens how to avoid unhealthful errors. The 
young citizen wiil be brought up to eat only 
what is good for him so that he will best 


serve bis country. by being a stromg,. nor- 


mal, healthy man.

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HOW THE CHARGES ARE SET FORTH 


The Members Charged with Having 
Demanded the Resignation of All 
the Officers and Non-Commissioned 
Gflicers of the Atlanta Artillery and 
of Disobedience of Orders. 


The copies of charges against the mem- 
bers’ of the Atlanta Artillery bave been 
served. 

Sergeant Dent, of the adjutant general's 
office, began serving them about 1 o'clock 
today and all the members will be served 
between now and midnight. | 

On the return of Captain Brown this 
morning the matter was taken up at once 
and the judge advocate having prepared 
the copies, they were sent out to be served 
personally upon the twenty-nine members. 

The chorges are on-a line with what has 
been set forth in The Evening Constitution 


within the last few days. 

“Insubordination” and ‘Disobedience of 
Orders” are the two charges, and there are 
several specifications in each charge. 

The members do not appear to be greatly 
troubled about the charges, as they claim 
that they have not been guilty of any 
breach of military discipline in the matter. 

When asked whether or not notice had 
been sent to Captain Kempton to appear 
before the courtmartial for an investiga- 
tion of the charges preferred against him 
by the members of the company, Judge 
Advocate Austin replied that he would not 
say whether or not such notice had been 
served, but it is presumed that such is the 
case and that Captain Kempton will be 
called’ upon to answer the charges. at the 
same time with the men. 

Following are the charges and specifica- 
tioiis: 

Charge 1. Insurbordinate conduct to the 
prejudice and good will and military dis- 
cipline. 

Specification 1In this that private — 
did sign a certain copy of a written peti- 
tion demanding the immediate resignation

Mr. Spencer reached Atlanta last night 
from Birmingham. With him came Mrs. 
Spencer, Mr. Frank 8. Gannon, third vice 
president and general manager, while Ma- 
jor C. M. Hudson, chief engineer of the 
road, reached Atlanta this morning and 
joined the party. : 

Mr. Spencer never believes in doing 
things by halves, and when he places his 
stamp of approval upon anything he is 
generally familiar with every detail of the 
project. He was up early this morning, 
and dressed in a plain business suit he 
joined Mr. Gannon, Major Hudson, Mr. 
Thonipson and Mr. Barrett for a trip of 
inspection through and over the property 
of the big system in Atlanta. 

A TRIP GF INSPECTION,

“Will the Southern build a new passen- 
ger station at Knoxville soon?” 

“No; we have plans for a new pas- 
senger station at Knoxville unled 
consideration, but nothjng definite has 
been done toward its erection.” 

“What do you think of the complaint 
which is being made by Atlanta mer- 
chants and manufacturers that they are 
being discriminated against in the way of 
freight rates?” | 

“I do know anything about this subject; 
it is left entirely to the traffic departinent 
for settlement.”’ 

“Will the Southern railway purchase the 
Memphis and Charleston railroad when 
it is offered for sale?’ 

“No, the Southern will not become the 
purchaser of the Mempris and Charleston; 
the first mortgage bondholders have ar- 
ranged to purchase the property; and we 
will elase the road from them.”
